Itlixois and Missouri.—The Hume Missionary 


for June ia on our table. Among other interest- 
ing things, we find the following details of the 
iiiccess of the. Society, in sustaining missiona- 
ries, in the neighboring States of Illinois and 
Missouri, one a Free, and the other a Slave 
State. Of Illinois it says : 


In this State, the Society has hud in commis- 


sion since the, last Report, ninety three mission- 
aries ; and has rcc.ticr.d into its Treasury, from 
the same field, $4,952 5'J—being an advance 
upon the previoasyear, of $1,139 57. During 
the past year, the reports trout tuo churches, 
have, in general, been favorable ; although the 
uurcber of revivals of religion has been umall~ 
er than iu aouae previous yeara. 


It then gives the result of tho Society's la» 


bora in Missouri, the home of Atchison, String- 
fellow, Jones and the rest of the Border KiiiT- 
ain tribe. Mark the difference : 


The number of missionaries sustained in 


Missouri duriri-.' the last year, isliventy one ; tho 
contributions from the State, amountto $ltW,75. 


Missouri was entered byjthe missionaries of 


this Society, in the year of its organization, at 
tho eamo time with Illinois ; and tho fields 
then opening in these two States, were looked 
upon with equally cheerful expectations. 
Sim- 


ilar efforts were made in both, fur the establish- 
ment of churches, schools, and colleges, but 
with very dissimilar results. 


Tb» Missionary then says : 
What, then, is the occasion of this wide con- 


trast in the success of religious efforts ? 
It'lly 


are not the churches of Missouri, as numerous 
and an vigorous toiday, as those, of Illinois ?— 
Why are they tiotadvancing like those of Iowa J 
Why is it that, in all the States south of Ohio, 
a similar tit success has attended missionary 
operations? These questions force themselves 
with sorrowful emphasis upon the mind, will 
not be silenced, and demand of us an honest 
answer. That answer come* in one word, and 
that one nf the saddest words which an Amer> 
lean Christian is ever called to write—SLAVE- 
HY.
